Washington, Ju ne 23 —(A.P.)— 
American officials sou ght today 
to sp eed ratification of the mor­ 
atoriu m p rop osal to maintain 
with u ndiminished force what 
they saw as already materializing 
economic imp rov ement. 
From no less 
a p erson than 
Secretary Stimson had come the 
warning that there mu st be no 
bargaining; that the p lan mu st 
be acted u p on q u ickly to p u ll the 
world ou t of its bu siness morass. 
And to critics who held that 
p ostp onement for one y ear of all 
war debt and rep arations p ay ­ 
ments wou ld only delay the cri­ 
sis, the administration reiterated 
its u nq u alified op p osition to can­ 
cellation of the obligations, mod­ 
ification of ex isting agreements 
has been argu ed, bu t the consen­ 
su s is against any change. 
Hop ing to stimu late France to 
accep tance. 
Secretary Stimson

Seeking the sou rce of the p ois­ 
on, au thorities hav e v isited a 
nu mber of dru g stores in this 
city and in nearby commu nities. 
The clerk in a local store said 
y esterday that abou t ten day s 
ago he had sold 50 grains of 
p oison to a man of whom he 
cou ld giv e only a meagre de­ 
scrip tion. 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Sim­ 
mons, p arents of the sisters, are 
to be ou estioned tomorrow fol­ 
lowing bu rial of the girls in the 
family cemetery here.

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St. John, N. B., Ju ne 23 —(A.P.) 
—Inju red when landing after a 
flight from New York, Miss Ru th 
Nichols was still intent today on 
following the Lindbergh trail to 
Paris. 
Her high sp eed monop lane was 
wrecked at the Mu nicip al air­ 
p ort as the setting su n blinded 
her for an instant. 
At a hosp ital she smilingly as­ 
serted she wou ld not let “that 
little sp ill” deter her from her 
goal. She su ffered inju ries to 
her back and a one inch gash 
on one knee. Doctors ordered an 
X-ray ex amination, fearing her 
sp ine had been hu rt when she 
was thrown against a gasoline 
container. 
Miss Nichols’ p lane crashed 
when, in landing by the ray s of 
a setting su n, she misju dged her 
distance and the p lane “p an­ 
caked.”

The accident interru p ted the 
p rogress toward Harbor Grace, 
hop p ing-off p lace for her p ro­ 
p osed solo flight to Paris along 
the Lindbergh trail. 
She was comp leting the first 
leg of her flight, intending to re­ 
main in St. John’s for an early 
start tomorrow for 
the New­ 
fou ndland airp ort. 
A day or so of rest, doctors 
said, will fix her u p , and as for

Among the u nfinished rep orts 
on the commission’s table today 
was one on dep ortation of aliens, 
p art of which already has been 
the su bject of a heated 57 p age 
letter from Secretary of Labor 
Doak. 
Others inclu de an inv estiga­ 
tion of lawlessness among gov ­ 
ernmental officials, a discu ssion 
of p rison conditions and the p a­ 
role sy stem, an inq u iry into 
crime among the foreign born, 
and another into the work of v a­ 
riou s p olice forces. 
Latest word from the com­ 
mission headq u arters was that 
two or p ossibly three rep orts 
might be su bmitted to President

Small to wns are mo re than ho ld­ 
ing their o wn, in a retail way , 
with their larger city neighbo rs. 
So said Charles D. Bo hannan, 
census ex pert in charge o f the 
rural and agricultural distribu­ 
tio n census, in co mmenting o n 
the anno uncement o f the first 
census o f distributio n. 
Ov er half the retail co nsumers 
still liv e in smaller to wns and 
v illages o r o n the farm, Bo han­ 
nan said. 
And neither go o d ro ads no r 
big city “ high po wer adv ertising 
hav e taken the trade fro m the 
ho me sto re, “ at least in certain 


sectio ns o f the co untry ,” he co n­ 
cluded. 
Bo hannan cited as so mewhat 
ty pical a to wn o f 1,5 00, o nly 15 
miles fro m the city o f 300,000, 
with retail sales o f mo re than 
$1,000 per capita while the big 
to wn had o nly $700.

The p resent trend is not du e 
to defects in ou r sy stem of gov ­ 
ernment bu t the fau lt lies in its 
op eration by men, he asserted. 
It is traceable to the errors and 
indifference of men in condu ct­ 
ing gov ernment. 
“If we are to hav e liberty ,” he 
stated, “we mu st ex p ect to p ay 
for some of the p enalties of lib­ 
erty . We need more the sp irit of 
fortitu de that has been resp on­ 
sible for mak ing this nation the 
p lace where millions hav e had a 
greater op p ortu nity to work ou t 
their own destiny than any oth­ 
er nation in the world.” 
He allu ded to the common 
concep tion that p eop le who hav e 
p ride in their home commu nity 
or their state or nation are p ro­ 
v incial, bu t more of this sort of 
think ing is needed now, it was 
declared. 
In answer to the criticism that 
America got rich ou t of the war, 
Mr. Lock wood p ointed ou t that 
no cou ntry ou tside of Germany 
bore a more staggering war debt 
than America; that the growth 
of wealth in the United States 
was redu ced fiv e-six ths by the 
war; that America receiv ed no 
indemnity from Germany and 
had forgiv en more than half the 
debts owed by foreign nations 
as the resu lt of the war. 
He then referred to the recent 
offer of President Hoov er to es­ 
tablish a moratoriu m for a y ear 
to enable the world to catch its 
breath and start on the road 
back to p rosp erou s conditions. 
“Again America has gone to 
the rescu e of Eu rop e to p rev ent 
it from p lu nging into chaos,” 
M r . 
Lock wood 
commented. 
“There is no more generou s na­ 
tion in the world than ou r own 
America. Priv ate generosity has 
reached the p rop ortions nev er 
dreamed of in any land as weal­ 
thy hav e giv en u nstintingly of 
their fortu nes to edu cation and 
religion. We hav e accu mu lated 
money as no other nation, bu t 
it is also tru e that there is no 
other nation where more has 
been done with wealth for oth­ 
ers.

police, two of his officers and 
three civ ilians in the town of 
Hu atu sco Satu rday nig ht du ring 
a riot ov er a priest’s fu neral was 
rev ealed today . 
The police attem pted to break 
u p a dem onstration protesting 
the slay ing of the priest from 
ambu sh. They were attacked with 
stones, clu bs and other weapons 
and were badly beaten. Many 
persons were inju red. 
Dispatches said all was quiet 
today and au thorities had the 
town u nder control. Reports that 
troops 
had 
been 
dispatched 
there were not v erified. Thirty 
priests were said to hav e tele­ 
g raphed Papal Nu ncio Ru iz Y. 
Flores in Mex ico City deny ing 
th a t Catholics participating in 
the fu neral had instig ated the 
attack. 
Word from the town of Totu la 
said th a t the first attem pt to 
eject a priest from his chu rch 
in accordance w ith the new law 
had resu lted in a th re at to ly nch 
May or Alcalde and th a t he had 
g one to Jalapa to confer with 
Gov ernor Tejeda. 
W hen it became known th a t 
the may or had receiv ed orders to 
enforce the measu re, lim iting the 
nu m ber of priests in th e state to 
11, a crowd of sev eral hu ndred 
persons w ent to his home and 
warned him th a t if he attem pt­ 
ed to carry ou t his order he and 
his family wou ld be hang ed. 
Before leav ing for Jalapa, he 
was reported to hav e said he 
wou ld call arm ed Ag rarians to 
su pport him and the leaders re­ 
plied 
they wou ld 
defend the 
priest with their liv es. 
W ith the ex ception of these 
two incidents, the first Su nday 
on which the law has been in ef­ 
fect passed qu ietly in the princi­ 
pal cities of the state and serv ic­

I eject a priest from his church 
in accordance with the new law 
had resulted in a threat to lynch 
Mayor Alcalde and that he had 
gone to Jalapa to confer with 
Governor Tejeda. 


When it became known that 


the mayor had received orders to 
enforce the measure, limiting the 
number of priests in the state to 
1-1, a crowd of several hundred 
persons went to his -home and 
warned him that if he attempt- 
ed to carry out his order he and 
his family would be hanged. 


Before leaving for Jalapa, he 


was reported to have said he 
would call armed Agrarians to 
support him and the leaders re- 
plied they would defend the 
priest with their lives. 


With the exception of these 


two incidents, the first Sunday 
on which the law has been -in ef- 
fect passed quietly in the princi- 
pal cities of the state and servic- 
es which attracted unusually 
large numbers were held in all 
churches.
